The patient came from a tug named Standard Oil Company, No. 7, plying 
between this port and New York. All proper precautions have been 
taken; the patient placed in the isolation hospital; a special nurse 
hired to attend him, and all necessary fumigation and sterilization car- 
ried out, formaldehyd being the disinfectant used. 

The board of health of Boston has been notified and the vessel will 
be fumigated.
